Bees Not Ustog Their Stings. 

There are a number of honey making 
bees which apparently do not use their 
stings or in which the stings are at- 
rophied and too blunt to hurt. Some are 
very small, so diminutive that they are 
called mosquito bees. They gather quan- 
tities of honey, of which Bates, in one of 
the forests on the Amazon, took two 
quarts from one of the nests. In Jamaica, 
where some of these amiable bees are also 
found, they are called “angelitos,” a name 
given them by the original Spanish set- 
tlers in honor of their good temper, 

Some Australian dwarf bees—also “an- 
gelitos” so far as human beings are con- 
cerned—do not use their stings, perbaps 
becatfe they ure uot sharp enough to 
hurt, but deal with their enemies some- 
thing after the manner of the Quaker on 
board ship who refused to use a gun, but 
threw the Frenchmen overboard, An en- 
emy is held down by several of the bees, 
who gradually put him on the rack by 
pulling bis limbs out tight and keeping 
them so for as long as an hour, by which 
time the prisoner “dies a natural death.” 

Bumblebees are popularly supposed not 
to sting. The males have no stings, but 
the females have, at any rate in the com- 
mon bumblebee. There are so many sizes 
in o bumblebees’ nest — large females, 
small females and males—that it is a safe 
speculation not to take the risk, though 
bumblebees are very easy going creatures 
and only sting when pressed or hurt.— 
Spectator

In 
this condition the oxhind let them go on 
the ground, if without holes or ditches, all 
night, or else turned them into an empty 
open barn so yoked and thus treated them 
two or three times before he worked them,

After thirty-six bours take out 
aud apply two quarts of salt iu the same 
manner and pack again Leave it for 
three or four weeks and then smoke,

THE MOON'S (HANGES 


VHEY HAVE NO INFUUENCE WHAT- 
EVER UPON THE} WEATHER. 


fome Superstitions That Still Exist 

Upon the Subject—Moon Theories 
That Are Mere Survivals From no 
Past Credulity, t 


A belief prevails that the muvon's 
phases and changes have a controlling 
Influence over the weather, but go greut 
an authority as Professor C. A. Young 
of Princeton has assured us that the 
moon has absolutely nothing to do with 
the weather. 

Such a bellef is in the strict sense of 
the word a superstition—‘mere sur- 
vival from a past credulity. It is quite 
certain that if there is any influence 
at all of the sort it is extremely slight, 
80 slight that it cannot be @emonstrat- 
ed witb certainty, although numerous 
investigations have been made express. 
ly for the purpose of detecting it. We 
have never been able to ascertain, for 
Instance, with certainty whether it is 
warmer or not or less cloudy or not at 
the time of the full moon, Different in- 
vestigations have led to contradictory 
results. 

“As to the supposed connection be- 
tween ‘changes of the moon’ and 
changes of the weather, It should be 
enough to note that even within the 
United States the weather changes are 
not simultaneous (in Kansas and 
Maine, for instance), as they should be 
if they were due to the changing 
phases of the moon, Since, however, 
a change of the moon occurs every 
week, every weather change must 
necessarily occur within about three 
days and a half of lunar change, and 
half of them ought to fall within about 
forty-five hours, even if perfectly inde- 
pendent, 

“Now, {it requires only a very slight 
prepossession in favor of a belief in 
the effectiveness of the moon's changes 
to make one forget a few of the 
weather changes that occur too fur 
from the proper time. Coincidences 
enovgh can easily be found to justify 
a pre-existing belief.” 

From a very remote antiquity, in the 
twilight of natural astrology, a belief 
frose that changes in the weather were 
occasioned by the moon. That the be- 
lief still exists is clear to any one who 
Is acquainted with current literature 
and common folklore. In fact, It 
must be admitted that even intelligent 
and well informed people have beep 
known to accept the theory. 

The Idea that the weather Is affected 
by the changes tn the moon is still held 
with great vigor In England, and one of 
our proverbs is, “So many days old the 
moon fs on Michaelmas day, so many 
floods after.” If it rains on St. Swith- 
in's day, we are told to expect rain for 
forty days after. An equally wise pre- 
diction is that if Chrietmas comes dur- 
ing a waxing moon we sball bave a 
very good year, and the nearer to the 
moon the better, but if during a waning 
moon a hard yeur, and the nearer the 
end of the moon so much the worse. 

Another belief is that the condition 
of the weather depends upon the day 
of the week on which the new moon 
chances to fall. New ngoon on Monday, 
or moon day, is every§vlere held as a 
sign of good weather! Friday's new 
moon {fs much disliked, while Saturday 
Is unlucky for the new and Sunday for 
the full moon. 

In Scotland the farmers belleve that 
& misty moon is a misfortune, and an 
agricultural maxim among them teach- 
es that 

If the moon shows like a silver shield, 
You need not be afraid to reap your field, 


But if she rises haloed round 
Soon we'll tread on deluged ground, 


Another weather guide connected with 
the moon js that to see “the old moon 
in the arms of the new moon” js reck- 
oned a sign of fair weather, and so is 
the turning up of the horns of the new 
moon. In this position it is supposed 
to retain the water which fs imagined 
to be in ft and which would run out if 
the horns were turned down. 

The country people in Scotiand fore- 
tell the changes of the weather from 
the changes in the appearance of the 
new moon. If she “lies sair on ber 
back,” It is a sure sign of bad weather, 
or when ber horns are pointed toward 
the zenith. 

At Whitby when the moon 1s sur- 
rounded by a halo with watery clouds 
the seamen say that there will be a 
change in the weather, for the “moon 
dogs” are about. There is also a belief 
prevalent among sailors and seafaring 
nien that when a large star or planet is 
seen near the moon or, as they express 
it, “a big star Is dogging the moon,” 
this is a certain sign of stormy weathb- 
er.—Exchange.
